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STORMS CAUSED A LOSS IN 
TEXAS OF OVER $5,000,000 


Washington, October 19.—The statisti- 
cian of the department of agriculture has 
completed his investigation of the agri- 
cultura] situation in those counties in 
Texas that were visited by the hurricane 
of September 8th. 

The area under cotton in the counties 
in. which serious damage resulted from 
the storm was approximately 1,300,000 
acres, with a promise on September Ist 


of a crop of about 640,000 bales. The re- 
duction of the crop is estimated at about 
68,000 bales or 16.6 per cent. On a basis 
of $5) per bale the amount destroyed 
would represent a value of $3,400,000. Ex- 
clusive of the damage to farm buildings, 
machinery, etc., the total loss may be 
estimated at $5,000,000. It should be stated 
that ail the counties visited by the storm 
were included in the crop report tssued 
October 10th.

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FIGHT TO BE MADE. 
FOR UNIFORM BOOKS 


Governor's Message Will Deal with 
That Subject. 


INFORMATION IS COLLECTED 


Uniform Schoolbook System. 


MEASURE BEFORE LAST LEGISLATURE 


Texas Has a Uniform Law Which Is 
Medting with Success in All 
Quarters. 


Governor Canuier is preparing the way 
for a vigorous campaign in favor of a 
uniform schoolbook law. In advance of 


curing from the governors and 


showing how this law works elsewhere, 
and if the information he regdeives from 
other governors is in sine with that which 
comes to him from Governor Sayers. of 
Texas, he will find good reason for mak- 
ing his campaign on this line the most 
vigorous possible. 

When in Washington the other day Gov- 
ernor Sayers told of the inquiries which 
Governor Candler had made of him and 
of the workings of the uniform textbook 
law in his state. The Texas governor's 
talk is set forth in the following special 
telegram from The Constitution’s Wash- 
ington correspondent: 

‘Washington, D. C., October 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Governor vwandler is evidently in- 
teresting himself in the much discussed 
question of an uniform textbook law for 
Georgia. He has been in communication 
with governors of other states-on this 
highly interesting and important sub- 
ject, and from some of them has received 
valuable information concerning’ the 
workings of that system in their states, 

Governor Sayers, of, Texas, who is here 
told me of a letter of inquiry he received 
from Georgia’s governor and of the char- 
acter of the reply sent him. 

‘Texas has a uniform textbook law 
which has been in force several years and 
which has tne hearty support of the pres- 
ent governor and state officials. ‘I told 
our superintendent of instruction,’ said 
Governor Sayers in talking about the mat- 
ter, ‘to write Governor Candler giving 
him full and complete information about 
the workings of the law and to tell him 


in my opinion have such a law. It will 
Save the people of the state at least thir- 
ty-three and a third per cent of the pres- 
ent cost of their schoolbooks. It saves 
the people of Texas that much. In short 
the law has already proved a. great boon 
to the people who have to 
buy schoolbooks, and it will be 
of even wider benefit when we get its 
workings extended to the cities. Under 
the law as it stands, we exempt cities of 
over 10,000. I endeavored to secure the 
passage of a bill extending the operations 
of the law to the cities, but after it 
passed the house, it failed to pass the 
senate. However, we hope to secure its 
passage in the near future. 

*‘Our superintendent of instruction 
once went to school to Governor Candler 
and is naturally much interested in Geor- 
gia. 1 told him-to say to Governor Can- 
dier that when the time came, I had 
some valuable tips to give him on the 
way to make the contracts with the book 
company whicn is the lowest bidder. 
There are two points to be especially 
guarded. One of these is concerning the 
price and the other concerning the quali- 
ty of the books. The state should in the 
first place insist and put in the contract 
that if the company sells its books at a 
lower price in any other state or city, 
Georgia shall have the benefit of a similar 
price. aAndin the second place, the state 
should see that it is provided in the con- 
tract that it shall have the benefit of any 
improvements, new editions and so forth, 
at a price to be fixed by the state board. 
That will prevent their working off old 
editions on’you. \ 

“*You may say to the people of Geor- 
gia through The  onstitution,’ continued 
Governor Sayers, ‘that the law works to 
the great advantage of the people in our 
state, saving them, as I have said, at 
least 331-3 per cent on the former cost of 
books.’ ”’

Re- 
turn to the fountain whose waters spring 
close by the blood of the revolution. Think 
nothing of me: take no thought for the 
political fate of any man whomsoever, but 
come back to the truths that are in the 
declaration of independence. You may 
do anything with me you choose, if you 
will but heed these sacred principles. You 
may not only defeat me for the senaie, 
but you may take me and put me to 
death. While pretending no indifference 
to earthly honors. I do ctaym to be actuat- 
ed in this contest by something higher 
than an anxiety for office. I charge you 
to dro» paltry and insignificant thought 
for any man’s success. Tt is nothing: I 
am nothing: Judge Dowgiass is nothing: 
but do not destroy that immortal emblem 
of humanity—the declaration of Ameri- 
can independence.’

| MUST HAVE AMERICAN COTTON. 
’ 


Nineteen Hundred of Them Soon To! London Standard Says Mills Must 


Arrive in New Orleans. 

New Orleans, October 19.—(Special.)— 
William E. Howard, special immigrant 
inspector, United States treasury depart- 
ment, atrived in‘this city from Washing- 
ton, D. C., late last night and went to the 
Grunewald hotel. He is here to take 
charge of the inspection and the admis- 
sion of 1,900 Itallanimmigrants who will 
arrive in port in a few days. 

The government felt it necessary to 
send a special man direct from the @/ash- 
ington office to assist In this work. 

Mr. Howard said last night that the 
number was unusual for this port, and 
that the greatest of care would be exer- 
cised. 

“Two thousand immigrants a year for 
New Orleans is a good number,” ex- 
plained Mr. Howard, ‘‘and here comes a 
bunch of 1,900 at a gingle clip. A ship 
will arrive on Saturday, October 2th, 
with 1,100 on board and in the next few 
days about 800 more will get in. They 
come from southern Italy.” 

John A. Wright, immigrant inspector 
for this station, will be gssocilated with 
Mr. Howard in the work. 

Most of the new arrivals will be hur- 
ried out to the sugar plantations, where 
labor is sgarce. 


Buy American or Shut Down. 

London, October 20.—In an article degl- 
ing with the cotton crop, The Standard 
says: 

“Probably by the end of October less 
than 50 per cent of the spindles will be 
idle and by the middle of November the 
spinners will have no trouble in obtaining 
all the raw cotton they require.

Second Regiment Armory |s 
Thronged To Hear Him, 


GETS =A GREAT OVATION 


Common Danger to Free Institutions, | 


Threatened by the Republicans, 
Has Cemented the Democ- 
fracy of the Union, 

He Asserts. 


Chicago, October 19.—An audience 
5,000 crowded the Second regiment arm- 
ory tonight to listen 
former Senator D. B. Hill, of New York. 
A great number of people were unable 
to get into the armory and for their ben- 
efit several outdoor speeches were made 
by local orators. When Senator Hill ar- 
rived at the armory, accompanied by 
Mayor Carter H. Harrison, he was given 
a magnificent ovation. Mayor Harrison 
introduced Mr. Hill, calling forth a pro- 
longed outburst of applause. It was fully 
five minutes before the cheering sub- 
sided sufficiently to allow Senator Hill 
to begin. his address. Throughout its de- 
livery he was accorded a generous amount 
of applause. Senator Hill said in part: 


“If there existed no other reason, ft is 
believed that a sense of common danger 
to our free institutions, now being im- 
periled by the attacks of our common 
adversaries, has cemented the democracy 
of the east and west together in their 
patriotic efforts to effect a change in the 
administration of our national affairs—a 
change of measures and of men.” 


Mr. Hill made no apologies to any one 
for his activity in this campaign. He 
participated in the Kansas City con- 
vention and felt honorably bound to ac- 
quiesce in the results of its deliberations, 

“IT repudiate the idea so persistently 
inculeated by impracticable doctrines,” 


said Mr. Hill, “that every time a citizen 
is outvoted in a convention, a church, 
a corporation or a society—even upon a 
material matter—he is in honor bound to 
bolt and form another party, establish a 
new church, set up a rival corporation 
or organize a second society.’’ Mr. Hill 
said majorities must control in political 
parties and declared that “it is the duty 
of every democratic citizen everywhere 
to support the nominations of the party 
regularly and fairly made, even though 
some party policies may not meet their 
entire approval.’’ Mr. Hill said: 
“The vital question is imperialism. In 
other words, it is the issue of a republic 
vs. an’emoire.” .He continued: 
“President McKinley says there is no 
such issue, and yet he devotes. the 
greater part of his extended letter of 
acceptance in antagonizing it. Senator 
Depew scouts the idea of any danger to 
the country from what he calls ‘American 
imperialism’ and occupies half of his 
time in his public speeches in endeavor- 
ing to persuade his hearers that they 
ought to tolerate it. Governor Roosevelt, 
recently ‘promoted’ to the vice presiden- 
tial nomination through the disinterested 
efforts of Senators Platt and Quay, gives 
nearly all of his attention in his public 
speeches to the discussion of this topic. 
“Tt is an issue which cannot be ignored; 
it cannot be ridiculed; it cannot be sup- 
pressed; it overshadows all other issues; 
it is here to stay. It involves the per- 
petuity of our republic, the nature of 
which is sought to be changed by men 
who call themselves Americans, but who 
are British in sentiment, British in sym- 
pathy and British in financial interest. 


Mr. ,aill charged that while the repub- 
licans, ‘“‘with asumed innocence aeny 
they are endeavoring to convert this re- 
public into an empire, their attitude in 
regard to the Philippine islands and Por- 
to Rico shows that the nature of our in- 
stitutions is being sought to be changed 
if not boldly, then at least indirectly—in- 
sidiously—gpt surely."” He declared there 
is no place for colonies under our consti- 
tution, and continued: 


“The supreme court of the United 
States has already decided the constitu- 
tional question involved, and held (9 
Howard 393-447) that ‘there is no power 
given by the constitution to establish or 
maintain colonies, bordering on the Unit- 
ed States or at a distance, to be ruled 
and governed at its own pleasure.’ Per- 
mit me to suggest that our opponents, 
who, during the memorable campaign in 
1896, so severely took to task those demo- 
crats who had ventured to criticise a cer- 
tain noted decision of the supreme court 
adverse to their views, sAould not them- 
selves now refuse to respect and accept 
as conclusive the time-honored decision of 
that high tribunal expressly sustaining 
the democratic position in this campaign 
in reference to the unconstitutionality of 
American colonial goyernments. The de- 
nial of independence to the Filipinos grat- 
ified mmonarchial governments every- 
where, but afforded no satisfaction to the 
true friends of republican institutions, 
and it is evident that our conduct in the 
Philippine matter paved the way for 
British aggressions in South Africa d 
the subsequent destruction of the Béer 
republic.”’ 

Mr. Hill declared the people cannot 
have forgotten President McKinley’s des- 
ignation of a war for annexation as crim- 
inal aggression, and continued, referring 
to the Philippines: 

“The spectacle is thus presented before 
the world of millions of people deprived 
of their independence by the greatest of 
republics and annexed to that republic 
against their will, in violation of all our 
well-settled theories of government. This 
goverment cannot remain p&art republic 
and part empire. There will be an irre- 
pressible conflict between two inconsist- 
ent and irreconcilable political systems, 
and both cannot survive, If the argu- 
ments of our adversaries as to territories 
are well founded, and if their proposed 
policies as to colonies shall be approved 
by the American people and hereafter 
territories and colopies are alike to be 
governed by congress outside of the con- 
stitution and according to its own dis- 
cretion, what prevents congress from es- 
tablishing a royal famliy to rule over 
these people, with a king, and a heredity 
right of succession, with titles of nobil- 
ity conferred and with an established re- 
ligion? Upon what a slender thread do 
the liberties of a people depend when the 
unrestricted desecration of a congress is 
all that stands between a monarchy ahd 
a republic—between an arbitrary and a 
free government? 

“The safety of a state largely depends 
upon the jimitations. of the power of its 
rulers—upon the wisdom of its written 
constitution. 

“When the plain citizen asks why must 
we maintain immense standing armies, 
why must a national debt be created so 
large that it is never expected to be 
paid, why must we enter into foreign al- 
liances and attempt to govern other coun- 
tries beyond the seas? it is no adequate 
answer to say that it Is beeause of our 
‘manifest destiny.’ It is not only an in- 
sufficient, but it is a cowardly answer. 
It is an attempt to unload upon divine 
providence the errors, the weaknesses, the 
corruption, the selfishness and _ the 
schemes of a discredited and unworthy 
nationa] administration.

In this duai capacity he has before 
him a very delicate duty in which the 
ambition of the man must be tempered 
by the responsibility of the office. The 
whole machinery of the party which 
elected Mr. McKinley in 1896 is now 
intrenched in every department of 
government. and through its honesty 
in conducting the election, and seeing 
that the will of the people is not de- 
feated by frand, we have one only as- 
surance of a satisfactory result. That 
machinery is always responsive to the 
wish of its chosen head, which in this 
instance is Mr. McKinley himself. If 
it should refuse to be directed by him, 
he can readily crack the whip of mas- 
tery by refusing longer to be its agent.

Pensions Before an Appro- 
priation Is Made by 
the Legislature. 


Claims

Governor Allen D. 
proclamation 
that 
amendment pensioning pidigent widows 
cofederate soldiers, received the re- 
quisite majority in the recent election and 
has therefore been ratified. 

The proclamation of the governor fol- 
lows the certification of the vote for and 
against the amendment by the secretary 
of state and that official furnished the 
ecmplete figures to the chief executive 
vesterday. The consolidation of the re- 
turns show that 59,835 votes were cast for 
the ratification of the amendment while 
only 7,226 were cast against it. This. gives 
a majority for the amendment over the 
state of 52,609, which far exceeds the 
two-thirds vote necessary for ratification. 

The prociamation to be issued today by 
the chief executive will simply announce 
the ratification of the measutfe and that 
't will go into effect at once. Following 
this the next step is for an appropriation 
pensioning the indigent widows of con- 
federate soldiers to be made by the gen- 
eral assembly. 

Pension Commissioner Lindsey, who has 
made an effort to ascertain the number of 
new pensioners placed on the state by 
the passage of the amendment, estimeies 
that an additional appropriation of $150,000 
will be sufficient to meet the demand. 

That the indigent widows of confederate 
soldiers are thoroughly alive to the result 
of the election so far as it anvplies to 
them is attested by the fact that Gover- 
nor Candler and Commissioner Lindsey 
have already received applications frem 
that class for pensions. One widow writ- 
ing yesterday demanded tle payment of 
her pension at once. Before uny are 
made out, however, the legislature must 
make an appropriation for that purpose. 

f _ftie total vote for ans against the 
amendment is only 67,000, while over 90,000 
votes were cast In the eloc*ion. This is 
accounted for by the fact that the amend- 
ment was entirely ignored ist: some coun- 
ties and in a mafority of chen a sreat 
many voters failed to eo out h elther for 
or egainst. Ballots cast ‘r this manner 
really counted against tne amendment, 
but jn spite of this, More than the neces- 
sar, two-thirds majority was secured.

Their exhibit 
consisted of their famous Berkshires, 
which have won more first. prizes at the 
state fairs of Kentucky, Indiana, Ohio, 
Illinois, Missouri and Wisconsin the past 
vear than any two herds in the United 
States.

-BY MANY INCIDENTS AND GOOD SPORT 


Two. Jockeys Get Nasty Falls in the First Race---Stewards 
Demand Explanation of Weird Riding

HERE were Incidents a-plenty to 


make the third day of racing at the 

fair grounds one to be remembered, 
ayd in part regretted. The first race 
furnished the regretable incidents, the 
balance of the card furnished good, clean 
sport. 

The first race all ages, to be 
run in half mile heats, winner to take 
two in three, and brought out a mixed 
lot of bad actors. Vague rumors were 
afloat about the betting stand and in the 
paddock that something was doing in 
this race. Had it not been for the prompt 
action of Andrew G. Leonard, the pre- 
siding judge, a. bit of barefaced robbery 
would have undoubtedly been perpe- 
trated. The firm stand taken by the racing 
officials will serve notice on owners and 
jockeys who have a crooked strain in 
them that queer riding will have to be 
paid for with heavy penalties, 

A nasty aceident fn the second heat of 
the first race put two jockey’s temporarily 
out of the game and came within a hair's 
breadth of killing ome of them. 

The story of the first heat of this race 
makes unpleasant reading. At the post 
there was'a delay caused by the bad 
behavior of the horses. The boys who 
were on them seemingly made no eltort 
lo get away together. ‘they handled their 
mounts like a bunch of green stabdie 
boys. Fiynn, on Kingful, was a partic- 
Ularly bad offender, ‘ihis boy has been 
riding since the oid days at Jlron Hill, 
und Knows better, Mamie J was the 
Iavorite at odds of 4 to 6 in this heat, 
and carried a big Wad of money. The 
oy, trazalton, who rode her, was ap- 
parentiy anxious to get off and rushed 
his mount down to the first turn on sev- 
eral orf the breaks, effectuaily choking 
oft her chances. WRile Starter Lehman 
was trying to get the fleld off, Bennett, 
on Juage Bake., a strongly backed 2 to 
1 shot, was working for the outside po- 
sition, and seemed quite willing to be leit 
at the post if he could effect it. When 
they got off, it Was a good start, and 
the horses went away evenly. From post 
to wire Bennett rode Judge Baker like 
a dead one. It was a hiaeous perform- 
ance. Judge Baker trailed home behind 
the bunch. The stewards had Bennett in 
the stand after his race to explain his 
weird riding. In the absence or positive 
proot they were torced to let him off 
With a severe reprimand and a warning. 
Kingtul won the heat by a length. Ignis 
was second, with Miss Ponsoland almost 
at his girth. Whatever the stewards said 
to Bennett Lad its immediate effect, for 
in the second heat he got off in a good 
position, and running ail the way like a 
scared cat, lost the heat by a head. Ignis 
was Iirst. 

in this heat, coming into the stretch 
from the upper turn, hingful, with Flynn 
up, went down in a heap. Wilson, who 
was just behind on Miss Fonsoland, 
could not turn out and went into the 
mess full tilt When Miss Fonsoland 
went down Wilson was on the bottom. He 
Was so long in reéeevering consciousness 
that it was feared he was fatally injured. 
Besides getting several severe bruises, he 
was unhurt. He was so limp and weak 
that he could not walk and had to be 
carried to the stables. Flynn was unhurt. 

The other races furnished good sport. 
The finishes were close and exciting ex- 
cept in the mile go over the hurdles, the 
fourth event on the programme. Land 
tio won in a romp, almost distancing his 
field. It made a pretty race and gawe 
the grandstand a chance to display a vo- 
ciferous burst of enthusiasm. 

The gang of touts who filled the betting 
Stand on the opening day has been par- 
tially weeded out, but they are still pres- 
ent in such numbers as to be an intoler- 
able nuisance and annoyance to bettors. 
The racing officials are making every 
effort to get rid of them, and{if patrons 
of the sport who are importuned will 
point the offenders out to the police 
men who are stationed in the betting 
Stand, the annoyance will cease.
